Wellington.—Soviet Russia today 


asked for opening of trade relations 
with the United States. The overtures 
were made by Ludwig C. A. K. Mar- 
tens, soviet representative, in a state- 
ment before the senate foreign rela- 
tions sub-ctfmmittee. 


Martens promised that any under- 


standing arrived at will be scrupu- 
lously observed by his government. 


"I want to say that the economic 


interests of soviet Russia are a suf- 
ficiently binding guarantee that such 
understandings will 
be observed," 


Martens stated. "It is in the interest 
of soviet Russia 
to 
establish and 


maintain economic .intercourse be- 
tween Russia and the United States. 
It is clear that any understanding of 
this or any other character must be 
kept inviolate by the Russian soviet 
government, inasmuch as the United 
States would be free to break off eco- 
nomic relations in case of non-com- 
pliance." 
This desire to open trade relations, 


Martens said, was laid 
before two 


American journalists who .were in so- 
viet Russia 
recently 
and who ob- 


tained "specific 
assurances on this 


point fronrMr. Lenin personally." 


One of these men, Martens said, 


has a signed statement from Lenin 
offering explicit guarantees that the 
"soviet government will not interfere 
with the internal 
affairs of other 


countries." 
"While up to this date no such 


agreement had been formally reached 
and representatives of .the United 
States have continued to interfere in 
Russian internal affairs," 
Martens 


said, "the Russian government on the 
other hand has acted as if such an 
agreement had been reached." 
; Martens &aid there have already 


been negotiations between soviet and 
American representatives with regard 
to peace. . - 
• 
The soviet government, stated its 


•willingness to enter into a binding 
agreement of mutual non-interfer- 
ence in international affairs at a con- 
ference in Stockholm 
in January, 


1919. between a soviet agent named 
Litvinoff and Secretary Buckler of the 
American 
embassy in 
London, he 


said. This attitude was re-stated in 
March, 1919," he asserted. 


In all. sixteen peace proposals have 


been made by the soviet government 
to the United States and Allied na- 
tions, Martens said. 


Martens asserted that the Ameri- 


can government, acting through Col- 
onel 
Raymond 
Robins 
cooperated 


•with the soviet government in propa- 
ganda against imperial Germany. 


Robins was authorized to do this 


by American Ambassador 
Francis. 


Martens declared. Chairman Moses 
insisted the proof of this be offered. 
"We'hope to have Colonel Robins 


here himself," ex-Senator Hardwick, 
Mar.tens* counsel, said. 


Martens also 
declared that the 


committee on 
public 
information 


headed by George Creel, cooperated 
with the soviet government while the 
Sisson documents, designed to show 
Lenin and Trotsky were paid agents 
of Germany, were being prepared for 
issuance by the stale department.

of opposing factions at a meeting of 
Ihc union. 


He was killed as he was driving 


up to tho door of his residence late 
yesterday. His assailants escaped 
in an automobile. 


Police reserves were rushed into 


the stock yards and Englewood dis- 
trict to guard against outbreaks of 
a labor war. Gunmen adherents of 
Knright were known to bo on the 
trail of tho slayer seeking revenge, 
police said. 


The list of suspects under arrest

Mies Grace Hawthorne started at 5: 45 
o'clock this morning at the home of 
John - Hawthorne.

street. 


Mr. Hawthorne is a night watch- 


man at one of the local mills and 
when he entered the house on his re- 
turn from work, found smoke pour- 
ing out of the basement. 
His. firs! 


thought was of his daughter, who 
was the only occupant of the house 
and who was asleep upstairs. Grop- 
ing through the dark, and the dense 
smoke, he stumbled upon her uncon- 
scious form in the 
hallway. • She 


had wakened and tried to make he? 
escape, but was overcome. Her father 
dragged her to the baih 
room at 


the other end of the hall, closed tlu 
door against the smoke and opene: 
a window. 
She revived 
somewhat 


and Mr. Hawthorne hastened belov 
to telephone tho 
fire department 


Feeling practically overcome, himself 
he made his way to the neighbor 
and summoned aid just as the de- 
partment arrived. 


The fire had broken out in 
the 


basement and was working its wa> 
.up to the second story through a 
l>artition. 
Mr. Hawthorne escorted 


Chief McGillan to the rear of the 
liouse to gain entrance to the base- 
ment and his attention was called to 
the girl, who was <dill at the upper 
window. When warned by the chief 
to come down, she said faintly that 
he could not. Realizing that both 
the girl and his men might be over- 
come, should a rescue be attempted 
by means of the stairway in the dense 
smoke, the chief hurried a ladder to 
the window and 
Lieut. 
Whitefoot 


carried the girl to 
safety. 
With 


Capt. Spielbauer. they took her to 
the home of a neighbor, and medical 
aid was summoned at once. The am- 
bulance also was summoned to be in 
readiness in 
case 
her 
condition 


proved such that" hospital aid 
was 


necessary. 
Aside from the 
shock 


and exhaustion, it is said that Miss 
Hawthorne is unharmed, 
although 


ihe may be confined to her bed for 
a day or two. 


Both water and chemicals were us-

Washington, I). C.—Treaty ratifica- 


tion within two weeks after next Mon- 
day is the plan of republican leaders 
of the senate. 


They are prepared to adopt cloturc 


if necessary to bring it about. De- 
mocratic assistance in the passage of 
an amended clo'.urc rule has been pro- 
mised. The word has gone out that 
there is to be no repetition of the long 
debate that iliarked the treaty's for- 
ner cour.sc through the senate. 


The imperative necessity of passing 
i certain amount of legislation is the 
reason. Fourteen bills mu&t be enact- 
id by June 30- The railioad bill is 
Doming from the conference in a few 
days. It must be enacted by .March 
i, when the railroads go back to their 
>wncrs. 


The republican national convention 


nects in Chicago June 8. Republican 
'caders arc determined that essential 
egislation shall be cleared away by 
June I and the adjournment of con- 
gress .taUen. 
From that time they 


will have their hands full with cam- 
paign affairs. 


Senator Lodge is seeking the help 


of Senator 
Underwood, one of the 


foremost advocates of compromise on 
the democratic side, in his effort to 
hasten the treaty through. Of course, 
Lodge secies ratification with strong 
reservations, which Hitchcock, demo- 
cratic leader in tl>e treaty fight, op- 
poses.

He also answered the arguments of 
those who oppose all sedition legis- 
lation and read extracts from "red" 
pamphlets threatening revolution and 
murder of public officials. 


Palmer 
declared "reds" planned 
acts of violence of July 4. 1919. but 
that the demonstration was postponed 
until September, and Ihen changed to 
a still later date. In every case, he 
said, the justice department prevent- 
ed carrying out the plots.

Judge J. C. Knox in the federal 


district court here today decided that 
tho Minneapolis. Minn., radical pub- 
lisher of the New Times—an alleged 
anarchistic organ, should be deported 
under the department of labor order. 
The judge dismissed the writ of ha- 
beas corpus obtained by Georgian. 


In returning his decision. Judge 


Knox said: "I cannot escape the con- 
clusion that the rclator is desirous of 
seeing a soviet form of government 
established in tho United States. 


"His purpose was to aid in tanning 


the fires of discontent and while ho 
did not believe the tim*> was ripe, he 
believed in the forcible overthrow, 
when convenient, of 
this govern- 


ment. 
Among excerpts from Georgian's 


publication .read at the trial were 
such as this one: 


"I don't give a damn lor President 


Wilson. Russia is 
the only place. 


They can't do a thing with me. I'm 
not a citizen."

Pj'ris.—Baron Kurt von Lersner, 


ticad of the German delegation here, 
refused today" to transmit to Berlin 
the Allied list of persons guilty of 
war crimes and the accompanying 
covering note. 


He returned the/list and the note 


to the French foreign office and noti- 
fied it of his resignation as presi- 
dent of the German peace delegation. 


Following von ILiersner's action the 


French foreign officq<sa!d it regarded 
his procedure as., purely a 
personal 


affair and expressed the belief that 
it was not the" result of instructions 
from Berlin.

It was further stated at the for- 


eign office that the" Allies have other 
means of transmitting the list and 
the note to Berlin, other than thru 
von Lersner. 


The note was presented 
to von 


Lersner late yesterday with the list 
of accused Teutons, including many 
of her most prominent generals. 


It followed receipt of a note from 


Berlin asking moderation 
of 
the 


clause in the peace.treaty demanding 
snrreride'r of the German war guilty 
on grounds 
-that v their 
surrender 


would cause an internal crisis, pos- 
sibily. endangering 4the- government. 
:~Von Lersner in>Jiis message to the 
foreign office, declared it .was abso- 
lutelv impossible for either himself 
or members of 'his delegation to as- 
sume responsibility for transmitting 
the Allied'list of war guilty and its 
accompanying note to Germany. 


He announced the intention of the 


entire German delegation to return 
to Berlin this evening. 
This 
will 


leave Germany temporarily without 
representation in.. Paris. 
Herr von 


Mayer, the recently appointed charge 
d'affairs. returned to 
Berlin 
from 


Paris last week. 
Following receipt of von Lersncr's 


note the council of ambassadors met 
hurriedly in the foreign office. 


Baron von Lersner's action pro- 


duced the same sensation in Paris 
as did that of Hcrr von Simson last 
fall when he returned to Berlin after 
refusing to sign the protocol. 


"Germany must 
cither 
quickly 


disavow von Lersncr or replace him." 
La Liberia declared. "Otherwise she 
will be guilty of complicity 
with 


him."

Bankers predicted that the bottom 


has not yet been reached in the slump 
of foreign moneys in exchange for 
American dollars, and further declines 
today were expected. 


Jn the firs', half hour sterling fell 


to $3.26%. 
Francs checks were 1-1.82 francs pet 


dollar, off 30 centimes and lire 18.02 
per dollar, off 52 centimes. 


The German mark fell to a new low 


record at ?.013. 
At the end of the first hour de- 


mand sterling was quoted at $3.24. 


Collapse in exchange brought trad- 


ing virtually to a standstill in the 
forenoon, demand sterling falling to 
$3.23%. 
Francs fell 18 centimes 


more to 13 and lire 13 to 17.15.

Washington. — Startling declines 


in 'foreign exchange on the New York 
market, the pound sterling touching 
$3.20 today, are a logical- develop- 
ment, of the extravagances being in- 
dulged in by the people of Europe 
and America, according to the view 
of government financial experts here 
today. 


There is nothing alarming in the 


situation 'for the United States, they 
believe and in the end the decline 
may have a good effect by forcinc 
the nations to get hack on a normal 
trade basis. Both Europe and Amer- 
ica must get to work and 
increase 


production, there experts hold. 


The foreign 
exchange 
situation 


will return to normal, it was said, 
onlv when imports and exports of all 
countries come to an 
approximate 


balance. For the United States this 
means a probable reduction in ex- 
ports and increase of imports, it was 
indicated. 


The situation is 
explained 
this 


way: 


During the war 
all 
belligerent 


governments regulated exports and 
imports so that only 
commodities 


needed to carry on UK* conflict -were 
exchanged. 
The 'world went short 


on hundreds of commodities it con- 
sumes in big quantities in peace time. 


When .the war ended the 
world 


commerce restrictions were removed, 
all countries engaged in a rush to 
stock up on commodities that were 
short. 
Manv countries insisted on 


stocking; up by importing these com- 
modities instead of producing them. 
The result was that those countries 
which had such commodities in abun- 
dance developed an unheard of rate 
of export. 
At the same time they 


failed to develop their imports in 
like quantity. 


The" United States became one of 


these selling countries. 
For 
more 


than five years this condition 
has 


nrcvailcd as fa-- as the United States 
is concerned. Exports expanded bil- 
lions in excess of imports. 


The world houcht in the United 


Stale*. Other <-ountrics did not *top 
in nroduc*' goods »n exchange for 
their purchases. 
They bought 
on 


credit. 
Some Americans will suffer a di-

We may assume that these assertions 


arc true, for the purpose of discussion. 
The fact would not, however, alter the 
still greater fact'that Mr. Newberry's 
election was a purchased election in e'v- 
cry sense of that term. It would make no 
difference whether the money spent for 
him was spent technically honestly or 
dishonestly, it would make no difference 
whether fraud were committed or not, it 
would make no difference if there were 
bribery or corruption of any kind. No 
man could be elected to any office in the 
state of Michigan by spending from $500,- 
000 to .$1,000,000 without having pur- 
chased that office. 
- 


If it were the purpose of these men to 


save Michigan's reputation in the war 
and to contribute to her patriotic repre- 
sentation at Washington, there would 
have been no belter way to substantiate 
it than to carry on the campaign by a 
straight-forward, open appeal lo the vot- 
ers by the loyal leaders of the state. If 
that were the issue, a logical, patriotic 
call to the voters would lurvc gone much 
further than-money. And it would not 
have taken money lo have secured Ihc 
call. II does not take in the neighbor- 
hood of a million dollars, covertly ex- 
pended by scores of politicians, to arouse 
the loyalty of Hie people. There are al- 
ways a dependable press and reliable cit- 
izens who arc above purchase or the 
use of money in such a situation.' 


The defense is, on its face, shallow and 


insincere. The Newberry fund, whoever 
provided and expended it, was deliber- 
ately thrown into the election to win by 
Ihc use of money. It is impossible from any 
standpoint to argue that it was not a pur- 
chased election. If it turns out that no 
laws were violated, because of technical- 
ities, that docs not excuse or soften the 
offense. If no wrong has been done in 
the Michigan senatorial campaign then 
it would be right to set up as a principle 
of our representative government that 
any quantity of money can be used to buy 
public office, so long as bribery is not 
practiced. We should set our United 
States senalorships up on the auction 
block lo be paid for by the highest bid- 
der, by the wealthiest millionaire, or.by 
interests representing the "most millions. 
This is the principle involved in the Mich- 
igan case, and it is not in any sense met

tained, even.casual, in their relations 
with those who yet abide in this material 
world.

He looked 
the statesman rathir than the soldier. 


I had learned to picture Haig as 


another Koch—a wim warrior, stern, 
cold, unbending, curt and military. 


But the Haig who talked to me in 
such an informal? friendly manner, 
was a different man altogether.-Brief- 
ly l should describe, him as the kind 
of a man one would' like to have for 
his father—kind, courteous, patient, 
pleasant.

When I met Foch in Paris. I felt 


that I should want to be on his side, 
because it would not pay to oppose 
him.

I met Haig, I felt I 


should like to be'on his side because 
ho is the type of leader who attracts 
by his personality] as well as by his 
ability.

As we chatted, '.there flitted thru 


my mind the memory of one of tho 
great crises of the- World War. with 
this quiet, unassuming man, blow and 
eoft of speech, playing the central fig- 
ure in a great drama which for the 
moment promised to become a world 
tragedy.

"There is no othjer course open for 


us to do but to fight it out. Every po- 
sition must be held to the last man: 
there must be noj retirement. With 
our backs to the wall, and believing 
in the justice of o}ir cause, each one 
of us must fight ojn to the end. The 
safety of our homas'and the freedom 
of mankind alikef depend upon the 
conduct of each fene of us at this 
critical moment'." t 
T 


Those were Urn closing words of 


a message 
sent jby Field Marshal 


Haig to the British-army in France 
and Flanders on ASpril 11, 1918. 


The message wds flashed around 


the world.

Jt thrilled every believer in the al- 


lied cause and resulted in a quicken- 


ing of war activities in all allied coun- 
tries. 


it btifiencd the British defense. 
One hundred and six German di- 


visions were being hurled against the 
British lines. The German goal was 
the separation 
.of the French and 


Kngllsh armies and the capture of the 
channel ports. 


Half's men held, until re-enrorcc- 


mcnts came, and stopped the Ger- 
man rush. 


What, in your opinion, was the 


darkest moment of the war?" I asked 
Haig. 


• "There 
were several 
dark mo- 


ments." he replied. 
"Those which 


caused me the most concern came at 
the lime of the first battle of the 
Marne. when the Germans seemed on 
the verge of taking Paris, and in Ap- 
ril, J91S, when the German a'iin wa« 
a 
separation 
of the 
British and 


French armies, and the destruction of 
the British army. 


"What was the brightest moment 


of the war?" 1 then asked of him. 


"There will always be a difference 


of opinion about that." he answered. 
"But I shall always remember the 
brightest moment of the war as that 
in which General Pershing came to 
us. 
When I shook Pershing's hand. 


I knew that we could not lose. I pic- 
lured the steady flow of American 
troops across the Atlantic. The com- 
ing of America meant that we sure- 
ly would win the war. that victory 
was only a matter of time." 


In England there still is a great 


deal of discussion as to who won the 
war. This also is true in France. The 
average Englishman 
says America 


came too late, that the war already 
had been won. 


"Who won the war?" 


• I put it up to Haig. 


"That question can be answered 


very simply, was his quick reply. 'It 
was won by the people of the allied 
nations. Every soldier and every civ- 
ilian who did his bit, deserves credit. 
It was not won by any one or two 
nations. The valued -cooperation of all 
was necessary." 


Field Marshal Haig plans to take 


a vacation, perhaps in France and 
Switzerland. 


"When I return T shall try to find 


something to do which will advance 
the interests of my country," was his 
closing remark. 


Haig plans to write a book on the 


war of a historical nature. One of his 
books. "Cavalry Studies" is regarded 
as invaluable by army men. 


His chief form of recreation is golf 


and Mrs. Haig is his opponent as 
well as companion on many of his 
expeditions around the links.

San Antonio, Texa.s—There is a 


rising tide of sentiment in Me_xieo 
for the election next July of civilian 
for president. This tide may sweep 
into the presidential chair as Car- 
ranza's successor the present Mexi- 
can ambassador in Washington, Igna- 
cio Bonillas. 


Authoritative sources of all kinds 


in Mexico emit this prediction freely. 
From a man enjoying confidential 


relations with President Carranza I 
learned that the president has no in- 
tention of going back on his state- 
ment of last spring to a special cor- 
respondent for the Post-Crescent that 
he would not be a candidate for re- 
election. The constitution that Car- 
ranza wrote prohibits a president en- 
joying more than one term and Car- 
ranza has been true to the basic con- 
stitutional mandates. 


First candidates mentioned to suc- 


ceed Carranza were Generals Gon- 
zales and Obregon. A few weeks ago 
these military chiefs tried to resign 
to devote themselves wholly to their 
respective campaigns. 
Carranza re- 


fused to accept their resignations. In 
so doing Carranza was merely voic- 
ing the sentiment of the people. 


There are three groups in Mexico. 
First in importance is the SO per 
ent of common, non-military, peace- 
loving people who feel that the -suc- 
cess-of representative government 
and the republic lies in electing a 
strictly civilian president next sum- 
mer. Then .comes the military party, 
composed of those in the army and 
their political allies. Lastly there is 
the small, but active group of dis- 
gruntled business men and disap- 
pointed politicians who have been 
interfered with by the revolution. 


For a time it "was thought that 


only a general as president could 
maintain order in Mexico. But senti- 
ment for internal peace has grown 
so rapidly in recent months that the 
bulk of the political talk is for a 
civilian for president. 


Carranza felt thai in case he per- 


mitted Generals Obregon and Gon- 
zales to engage in a bitter presiden- 
tial campaign they might forget the 
welfare of Mexico and engage in open 
warfare, since their respective fol- 
lowers, in the main, were soldiers. 


It is pretty generally felt that Obre- 


gon and Gonzalcs will support a civ- 
ilian president and that such a man 
will soon be able to restore the re- 
public to complete peace. 
Ambassador Bonillas is the favored 


civilan • candidate, both because of 
his ability and because of his un- 
derstanding of the United States. It 
is felt in M'cxico that the republic's 
progress is dependent to a large ex- 
tent upon friendly relations being 
maintained with the United States. 
Those sincerely interested in restor- 
ing internal peace felt that a great 
deal of misunderstanding' between 
Mexico and the United Stales could 
have been avoided had the Mexicans 
understood the ways of the Ameri- 
cans better.

Ford 
and 
Cou/.ens are not idle 


dreamers. Ford ;s a mechanical pe- 
nius and Cou/.ens is one of the conn- 
try's most successful business men. 
They've never yet fallen down on a 
proposition they've tackled. 


"In my own mind." C'on/.ens said. 


"I am co'minccd that Henry Ford has 
found a way to sive our people better 
and more reliable street car service 
at a reduced cost. Just as he has 
solved the problems of cheaper motor 
transportation and cheaper power for 
farmers. I believe he has solved our 
street railway problems.

In this way. for .$40.000 a mile, he 


expects to buy lines that would now 
cost S70.000 a'mile to construct.
